2. The Director presented a prepared statement beginning at 
eleven o’clock which wae completed at approximately 12:20 p. m. although 
tome of the time wae consumed by questions. The meeting was concluded 
at 12:45 p. m. At the opening of the meeting the Chairman stated he wished 
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to advise the Subcommittee that the Director wished to make a presentation 
in the very near latere dealing with the Agency itself, its personnel and 
organisation. No transcript was made of the hearing. 


3. The Senators present all seemed extremely interested in getting 
a detailed briefing of this type and ached pertinent questions to get the facts 
more firmly and clearly fixed in their minds. There is attached a list of 
tike queetions asked by the various Senators with indications of the nature 

of the answers. Of special interest was a discussion of the fact that the 
information presented by the OCX was agreed intelligence with appropriate 
exceptions as indicated. Several of As Senators commented that they 
receive varying etories and particularly in the newspapers are different 
figures on Russian strength. Therefore, to have given to them an agreed 
governmental picture of the estimate of the Soviet strength seemed 
especially helpful to the Senators. 

4. After the meeting was ovsr the Director stated that he would 
like a copy of his prepared statement and the questions and answers 
furnished to the Department of Defense for their assistance. Stoertz and 
Warner will prepare this. 

5. Mr. Darden was furnished for the Committee library a copy of 
Ransom* s book CENTRAL INTELLIGENCE AND NATIONAL SECURITY.
